NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Two hundred 
thousand women, enrolled in societies of 
the Presbyterian Church, are makipg a fight 
against one man, Brigham H. Roberts, Rep- 
resentative-elect of Utah, to prevent him 
from taking his seat in Congress. Mr. Rob- 
erts is a polygamist. His wives are said to 
number three. 

The argument of these women ie that 
polygamy unlawful, and that to allow 
Roberts to retain his seat would be equiva- 
lent to indorsing the custom, besides being 
a defiance to Christian civilization. Sena- 
tor George F. Edmunds Says the national 
government ie péwerless to prevent poly- 
gamy from being made lawful in any State 
if its 


is 


lawmakers so choose to declare it. 

The opposition to Roberts was first 
started in Presbyterian Church in Salt 
Lake City. From there it was taken up 
by the State Board of Home Missions of the 
same denomination and later by Presbyte- 
rian women throughout the country. 

In almost every State women have filled 
protests against the seating of the Utah 
Representative. 

Other denominations have given their in- 
fluence to the opposition. Petitions and 
circulars urging the receiver to protest to 
the Congressman in her district are now 
being sent forth, East, South and West. 

In an authorized interview Senator George 
F. Edmunds, author of the anti-polygamy 
law which was supposed to have suppressed 
the custotmn In Uteh before adniasion-of the 
territory as a State, says: 

“In my opinion the Government of the 
United States bas no constitutional power 
to suppress polygamy in a State. Atten- 
tion was called to this before Utah was 
admitted, but Congress chose to admit the 
State notwithstanding. 

“I think the House of Representatives 
cannot constitutionally refuse a seat to a 
regularly elected polygamist from any 
State. The House of Representatives, like

WINNING SENATORS TO 
HIS WAY OF THINKING. 


The Chief Obstacle Confronting the 
Democrats Is That McKinley’s 
Opportunism Presents No 
Policy to Antagonize.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Until William 
Jennings Bryan arrived in Washington the 
leaders among the Democratis Senators had 
made up their minds that the time to join 
battle on the policy of imper‘talism was 
when the Spanish-American treaty should 
be presented by the President for ratifica- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan has openly rejected and de- 
nounced this plan. He thinks it would be 
politically unwise. He thinks—and in this 
he has the great majority of the Southern 
Congressmen with him—that the people 
wish to see the treaty sealing the triumph 
of American arms ratified promptly, to 
show the nations of the earth that we are 
united solidly when there is a question of 
the outside world. He believes, and he jis 
winning the party leaders to his belief that 
the time to make the fight is when the biils 
of empire begin to be presented for pay- 
ment. Not the miilions in money alone, 
but the mortality lists from our tropical 
garrisons. 

Bryan's advice te ratify the peace treaty, 
thereby officially closing the war, und then 
to make the fight on the Government policy 
of imperialism, will,it now appears be ad- 
hered to. Senators Vest, Jones of Arkan- 
Gorman and Tillman and others who 
were opposed to the peace treaty, and who 
had quietly announced their intention of 
voting against the treaty, are now under- 
stood to bein favor of {Glbewing Bryan's 
advice. 

A Democratic leader said to yeur corre- 
spondent to-day: “But will there be an is- 
sue of imperialism?’ Are the Republicans 
going to let it come? What is Mr. McKin- 
ley’s policy?

WASHINGTON. Dec. 17.—The interna- 
tional banking bill, which was defeated in 
the House yesterday, was one of the most 
cleverly designed schemes to legalize a 
monopoly that has been brought before 
Congress in many days. While the Dill 
purported to the outgrowth of the Pan- 
American Congress, and while it undoubt- 
edly did: provide for fostering commercial 
relations with South American countries, 
the true purpose was to give special domes- 
tic as well as foreign banking privileges toa 
syndicate of capitalists. The opposition to 
the bill de®eloped the objectionable features 
of the measure. but only at the last moment, 
and thus prevent its becoming a law. 

The promoters of the international bank- 
ing scheme were such men as Charles R, 
Flint, Henry W. Cannon, Edward J. Ber- 
wind. Grant B. Schley and William § T. 
Schley of New York. 

The bill was carefully drawn and under a 
mass of verbiage hid the real scheme of the 
authors. The international feature met 
with favor, and but for the closer inspec- 
tion given thé hidden features it might 
have passed the House. 

The minimum capital stock of the bank 
was fixed at $5,000,000. In order to avoid the 
appearance of monopoly it was provided 
that others might avail themselves of the 
privileges of the act, but it is obvious that 


eould have entered into the business, 

It would not only have monopolized the 
foreign business, but by the provisions of 
the bill a complete system of domestic

“If the Governor is not a member of the 

army, Il am persuaded that our govern- 
ment of the Philippines will bea failure for 
the reason that politics will creep in. A gov- 
ernment by politicians would be a calam- 
ity. 
“The English do not seek to Anglicize the 
foreign people under their control. On the 
ontrary they respect and foster the nat- 
ural traits. 

“This is what we must do in the Philip- 
pines. A military egyernor must make the 
lewest possible cha..z2es,. e must respect 
the hubits, methods of thought and re- 
ligion of the Filipinos, He must give them 
an absolutely honest administration. He 
must be just-and above all he must be final 
and determined. <Any yielding on his part 
where a question of right is involved 
would be fatal. As 1 said before they have 
a great respect for firmness and power. 

“It is absurd to think of the Filipinos 
governing themselves. They are almost 
wholly uneducated. They are easily in- 
fluenced by their own people. No govern- 
ment they Could set up would last six 
months. If we withdraw from the Philip- 
pines the islands would be given ovér toa 
series of revolutions, Warfare would never 
cease.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Dec. 17.—The Coroner’s 
inquest over the body of W. F. Gilfillan 
was held to-day. The most important tes- 
{imony given was that of Mrs. W. F. Gil- 
fillan, wife of the murdered man, who told 
of J. D. MeCrillis, the slayer, coming to 
the house, of their friendly conversation, 
and of her leaving the room to go about her 
household duties. 

In a few minutes ghe heard two shots in 
rapid succession, she said, and rushing into 
the room she found her husband missing 
and MeCrillis standing with his pistol in 
his hand.

Right-or wrong, Vest’s contentions are those of 
an honest and earnest man, grown old in the public service. 

Hie insists that the Deciaration of Independence means 
something when it asserts that governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the governed. 

He contends that as a nation, and in the light of our char- 
ters of liberty and of our history we have no right to take 
control of subject peoples with any other purpose than to 
give them either self-government of their own devising or 
Statehood in this Republic. 

He points out that in the purchase of Louisiana and Flor- 
ida and other territories we have always stipulated that the 
people of the lands annexed should as soon as possible be ad- 
mitted to full citizenship, with Statehood as the early destiny 
of their territories. He contends that unless we can offer 
these prospects the Philippines, Porto Rico and the rest 
we have no constitutional right to take possession of those 
islands. 

These pertinent things he says: 

It was incredible that the founders of the Government could 
have looked forward to the time when millions of human beings 
could be held without their consent, merely as chattels, to be dis- 
posed of as the sovereign powers of the mother country might 
choose. ° ° ° 

When, where, how have we surrendered the great power that 
this is a confederation of States? I cannot conceive it to be pos- 
sible to point out any other form of government under the con- 
Stitution, © © & 

We are a great people. We are told that this country can do 
anything, Constitution or no Constitution. We are a great peo- 
ple, it is true, but we cannot do more thana another great peo- 
ple did—a people that conquered the world, not with steel ships 
and modern cannon. but with bate swords and primitive galleys. 

The colonial system destroyed all hope of republicanitém in the 
old time. It an appendage of monarchy. It can exist in no 
free country, because it uproots and eliminates the basis of all 
republican institutions—that governments derive their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed.

PULSE OF TRADE IN CUBA. 


Santiago Collector of Customs *“ubmits 
Some Interesting Statistics. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip has transmitted to the 
Treasury Department the report of Mr. 
Walter A. Donaldson, the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Santiago, Cuba, covering the 
transactions of his office at that point and 
at the sub ports of Guantanamo, Manzanil- 
lo and Baiqguiri for November, and elso 
some rather interesting customs statistics, 
The exports from the United States to San- 
tiago for 1894 are shown to have been §l,- 

K).306, and for 188%, 33,580,44, 

The total customs receipts in the island 
of Cuba from 1886 to 1897 is shown to have 
been $151,7530,728, or a yearly average of §$12,- 
645,894; during that period the total im- 
ports were $1,361,298, and the total exports 
$1,284,605. The total collections at Santiago, 
Guantanamo and Manzanillo and saiquiri 
for November amounted to $60,627, an in- 
crease of $11,787 over November, 1897. The 
total collections at the five ports included 
in the Santiago provinces since the occupa- 
tion by the American forces to Dec. 1, were 
$325,636. 

The following list of porta in Cuba 
shows the order of importance as shown 
by customs receipts: Havana, Clenfuegos, 
Matanzas, Santiago, Cardenas, Sagua la 
Grande, Catbaren, Nuevitas, Baracoa, Trin- 
idad, Santa Cruz and Zaza. 

The liberal policy of non-discriminating 
intercourse extended to the vessels of all 
nations in the matter of entering and 
clearing at the port of Santiago and other 
ports, the report says, has met with the 
resfilt that ample revenues have been 
easily collected upon the large quantities 
of necessary supplies of all kinds. But 
minerals from the mines near by have 
constituted the bulk of the exports. 

“The policy as pursued in this office,”

ccording to Burke's Peer Will 
John Cavendish, Bentick, afte Dube 
Portiand, died unmarried, Dec. 16, 1879, and 
the dukedom passed to his cousin, William 
John Arthur Charlies Jam 0 Was born 
Dec. 28, 1857, and married Miss Winnifred 
Dallas Yorke. A recently published esti- 
mate of the Duke's rent poll placed it at 
something like a year. Mrs, Druce 
declares that Thomas C. Druce did not die 
in December, 1864, as would eppear from 
the official record. Her contention is that 
Druce, whether from eccentricity or from 
fear, led a double life, taking various 
courses for his protection, Bhe says that 
the marriage between her late husband's 
father and mother on Oct. 30, 1851, at New 
Windsor, Berkshire, in which the names 
are recorded as Thomas Charies Druce and 
Anna ia, Was in reality between the 
Marquis of Litchfield, afterward the fifth 
Duke of Portland, and the tlegitinsate 
daughter of the fifth Harl of Berk .

A prisoner known as “Dynamite’’ was 
compelled to work while sick until he 
couldn't get out of his bunk. He was car. 
ried out of his cell and sent to the hos- 
pital. Albert Harris was treated the same 
way. In both cases the guards said there 
was nothing the matter with the men and 
made them work.

17.—Go without your 
breakfast and quit between-meal nibbling. 
Drink when thirsty and eat wh&tever your 
appetite craves”’ These, in brief, are the 
injunctions laid down by _ Dr. Edward 
Hooker Dewey and which he has given for 
a score of years. 

As a result many Eljigin citizens have 
“thrown physic to the dogs,’ and, it 
might be said, their breakfasts, too, for 
they have abandoned the morning meal and 
will have none of it. They have acted upon 
Dr. Dewey's advii and are giving their 
stomachs a rest. 

Whether it is a fad or not, it has come 
to stay in Elgin, and the results are said 
to be already apparent in the improved 
feeling and appearance of those who have 
adopted the “true science of living,”” and 
those who have tried it longest speak most 
highly in ite praise. 

Among the enthusiasts in Elgin are mem- 
bers of the clergy and others in professional 
life. They include the Rev. C. H. Rogers, 
pastor of the First Universalist Church; 
the Rev. H. Slade, former Pastor of that 
church; Superintendent George Hunter of 
the Elgin National Watch Company, and 
Miss Cecil Harvey, librarian of the Gall- 
Borden public Iibrary. Mr. Rogers is con-

dinner time gives a chance for the accumu. 
lation of gastric juices, which at once take 
hold of dinner in process of digestion. 
It Bas been shown by experiments that this 
way of living is alike suitable to the person 
of indoor habits and to the farmer, laborer 
and craftsman of every line. Dr, Pentecost, 
the eminent London preacher, after suffer- 
ing from sick headache for 4 years, be- 
came a convert to “the new gospel of 
health’’ and has been cured of his distrese- 
ing malady. Dr. Dewey, who experimented 
for a score of yvyeare, adopted the theory in 
his practice, actually putting patients on a 
starvation diet until they get an appetite, 
the time varying from a few days to as 

weeks.

It Will Be Presented Under 


the Management of 
the Veteran Joseph 
Otten. 


ANDEL’'S “Messiah"’ will be the first 
work rendered by the Philharmonic 
Society during Christmas week. 

This oratorio is justly popular and 
has always drawn immense crowds when- 
ever performed. It has been” geiven 
year after year in St. Louis, and is al- 
ways heard with fresh enthusiasm and en- 
joyment. The presence of Mr. Otten in the 
musical fleld again as the leader of a great 
chorus is a distinct advance in the musica 
history of St. and is hatled with 
sincere welcome by the lovers of music. 

Thirty years ago there was little popu- 
lar appreciation of clasical music in 
this country. There were only two 
organizations then in existence which 
made any attempt to give classical 
music, one in Boston and one in New York. 
Theodore Thgmas undertook to make the 
great masters known to the people of the 
country at large. With rare courage and 
indomitable perseverance he beewn to edu- 
cate the general public to an appreciation 
of what the great classicists in music had 
done. 

What Theodore Thomas 
the country at large. 
St. Louis locally through medium 
the Choral Society, which afterwards 
came the Choral Symphony Society. 
old Philharmonic Society, which 
sidered the pioneer in the field in classic 
music in the West, suffered shipwreck dur- 
ing the war. It followed by ihe Ora- 
torlo Society and later by the Harmonic 
Society. The last two organizations had 
but an ephemeral existence and made no 
permanent musical impression on the com- 
munity.

that time there no orzanized 
English chorus or orchestra in St. Louis. 
Musical culture was at low ebb and there 
Seemed to be little public interest to 
étimulate it into life. Mr. Otten, thinking 
that St. Louis ought to afford a proper 
field for legitimate music, determined to es- 
tablish a choral organization whose pur- 
pose should be to Interpret the works of 
the great masters to the public. He took 
the lists of membership of the defunct 
Harmonic Society and the Apollo Club, a 
musical organization which had had a 
brief existence of three months, and culling 
a@ meeting of those who had taken an active 
part in these former orgunizations, out 
of this material established the Choral 
Society, which has had a continued exis- 
tence through the Choral Symphony Socie- 
ty down to the present day. Mr. Otten’s 
ideal was an exalted one, to render only 
the best music and gradually educate the 
public to an appreciation of what was 
highest and best in the composition of the

Its leader, Mr. Otten, 
was not only a skillful technical musician, 
but possessed a wide and philosophic know- 
ledge of musical literature, and this quality 
was remarkable in the’programmés of the 
concerts given by the society for -muny 
years. To arrange a programme so that 
the individuality of each number impresses 
itself upon the audience is an accomplish- 
ment possessed by few leaders. It requires 
a thorough grounding in the works of the 
past and a proper appreciation of modern 
music and their sequences and reiations.

‘An entire programme to be effective musf 
avold the common danger, which many 
leaders fall into, of an undue emphasis up- 
on any one number to the weakening of 
another by contrast, and this holds not 
Only in regard to interpretation and exee 
cution, but also with respect to the char- 
acter of the selections rendered. Not only” 
must the individual character of each nume 
ber be manifest, but the organic character 
of the whole be shown, so thet the au- 
dience take away an impression of unity 
in the programme, The moment @ pro- 
gramme becomes a mere medley, its ethical 
and artistic value is destroyed. In looke 
ing over the programes of the Choral 
and its immediate successor, the Choral 
Symphony Society, this feature comes out 
characteristically. No musical organization 
in this country can point to loftier end 
better conceived programmes than those 
given by our own local society under Mr, 
Otten's direction, 


In 18% the Board of Directors of the 
Choral Symphony Society resolved to ree 
duce the number of annual concerts. Mr. 
Otten strongly opposed this policy, eg a 
tendency away from the high standard 
always edhered to by the society, and on 
the ground that it would cripple the effie 
ciency of the orchestra by minimizing ite 
opportunity of playing together and ree 
hearsing, urging that, as things stood, this 
lack of orchestral rehearsals was the one 
point of weakness in the work of the so- 
ciety. Not being able to come to an agree- 
ment of views with the board on this point 
Mr. Otten, rather than abandon the stan- 
dard which he had fixed for the soclety‘’s 
efficiency, resigned from its leadership, The 
suciety then secured Mr. Alfred Ernst, whe 
came direct trom Germany, as leader. 


Up to last year the society continued te 
give its concerts {in the Music Hall of the 
Exposition Building, but finding this year 
that its resources precluded it from the 
engagement of the Music Hall, it abane- 
doned the larger fleld of concerts for the 
general public, and has been giving Ys 
concerts in the auditorium of the High 
School to select and more limited audiences, 


Mr. Otten hes once more entered the 
field and this fall organized a new choral 
society under the name of the St. Louis 
Philharmonic Society, which takes up the 

~work wifere it was abandoned four years 

ago. Mr. Otten’s qualifications as a choral 
leader and his long experiegte in the work 
promises much for the future. The same 
thorough and high standard will be main- 
tained by the new organization and the 
general public will have the opportunity,

purpose materially weakens the theory of 
cleplomania in her until it can be 
proved that the mania to steal is a trait of 
her family. Certainly were she a rational 
woman she had every reason not to steal, 
for the publicity given her misdoings—and 
she could easily have foreseen this—has 
been humiliating to the fullest measure of 
shame. 

I should say that the shame of a thief 
with a healthy motive and that of the thief 
a morbid motive is not alike. The 
who steals bread for his suffering 
family, or even for himself, has a 
which justifies his Tiaetne in his 
mind, and in a measure justifies it in the 
eyes of courts and the worid.

HB proposition to hold a World's Fair 
in 1998 in celebration of the Louls‘ana 
purchase has gone so far that we can- 

not retreat. St. Louis wants that fair. She 
should get it. 


We have heard enough of the sentiment 
of the people to know that to attempt to 
hold the fair would be a safe venture. We 
have heard enough from other States in the 
old Louisiana to know that if we do hold 


the fair we shal] have the great West be- 
hind us as a solid, single community. 

So this is the position we are in: Our own 
people contemplate the fair with a confi- 
dence that it will be a great thing for Bt. 
Louis. The people at the outside say: “St. 
Louls is going to have a world’s fair. It is 
going to be a great fair, for St. Louls isa 
great city.”’ 

It seems to me from this that we should 
not waste any more time determining 
whether or not we are really going to hold 
the fair. We must hold it. We have led 
ourselves into the proposition, and the one 
way we can go through it gracefully is to 
give the fair. Let us not lose time any 
more asking a man if he thinks we ought 
to have a fair of this kind. Let us ask him 
how big he thinks we can make it. 

If a man comes to me and asks me how 
big a fair I think St. Louls can give, I tell 
him we ought to give the biggest fair any- 
body ever heard of. I tell him that Cnhi- 
cago gave in 1893 the greatest fair the world 
ever saw and ask him if he does not be- 
Heve St. Louls can come along in 1903 and 
eclipse anything Chicago or any other city 
did ten years before. 

Ten years is a long time in America, It 
is a long time in St. Louls. The Chicago

LOUISIANA PURCHASE.

HE incidents immediately preceding 
and leading up to the purchase of the 
Territory of Louisiana are among the 
most interesting in the history of the 
United States, and familiarity with them 
is necessary to an appreciation of the 
motives governing the United States and 
France, the nations directly concerned in 


the transfer. 
When Thomas Jefferson became Presi- 
dent of the United States in 1801 the terrl- 


tory known as Louisiana, and understood 
at the time to include everything between 
the Mississippi River and Mexieo and Brit- 
sh Columbia, was supposed to be the prop- 
erty of Spain, but there were rumors that 
the King of Spain had secretly ceded the 
territory sonaparte. 

These rumors became more and more 
definite in the few weeks subsequent to 
Jefferson’s inauguration. The English 
seemed especially eager that the United 
States should know of the rumored ces- 
sion. resident Jefferson, alarmed lest 
the rumors might be true, and Loultsiana 
in the hands of a strong instead of a weak 
power—and, moreover, in ghe possession of 
the warlike Napoleon, whom Jefferson 
full well be no friend of the 
United States—interrogated his ministers at 
London, Parts and Madrid to Know if the 
stories of thig cession were true. 

Jefferson was violently opposed to a ret- 
rocession of Louisiana to France. He did 
not want France in possession of New Or- 
leans and the mouth of the Mississippi, 
and it was well understood that if Napo- 
leon secured the territory and persisted in 
holding it, Jefferson an al- 


to

would advoeate 
liance with England in a war upon France, 

Such was the deeperate nature of Jeffer- 
son's hostility to French possession of Lou- 
isiana when there came the rumors of the 
retrocession. Jefferson wrote to Living- 
6ton: 

“You may be able to !mpress upon the 
Government of France the inevitable con- 
sequences of their taking possession of Lou- 
isiana; the cession of Florida and New Or- 
leans to us would be a palliation, yet I be- 
lieve it would be no more, and that this 
measure wiil cost France a war which will 
annihilate her on the ocean and place that 
element under the despotism of two nations 
—Which I am not reconciled to, the more 
because my own would one of them. 

“The day that France takes posseesion of 
New Orleans fixes the sentence which is 
to restrain her forever within her low-wa- 
termark. It seals the union of two nationag 
which, in conjunction, can maintain exclu- 
sive possession of ocean. From that 
moment we must ourselves to the 

fritish fleet and 
Chancellor Livingston 
rand with Jeffe interrogation con- 
cerning the retrocession of Louisiana. He 
asked if it were true, and Tallieyrand looked 
him etraight tn the eye and assured him 
that nothing had been coucluded, and that 
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the stories were untrue. Livingston sent 
Talleyrand’s denial to Washington. Simul- 
taneous with its arrival there came from 
Rufus King, at London, a text of the treaty 
made by Lucien Bonaparte eight months 
before, and involving the retrocession of 
New Orleans and Louisiana. Talleyrand 
had lied to Livingston, and Jefferson was 
very angry. 

The treaty by which Loulsiana became 
again a French possession was made Oct. 1, 
1800, but it was a secret for eight months. 
When it became known Jefferson and ev- 
ery one expected an early war between 
France and the United States. By a new 
order, in direct abrogation of the treaty 
With Spain, had been given at New Or- 
leans, that no goods from the United States 
be admitted to the New Orleans wharf. 
This made the people of Kentucky and 
Tennessee clamor for war. The Mississippi 
was closed, and Americans knew what they 
would suffer if they submitted to this des- 
potism of Franee. . 

Jefferson knew the power of France. He 
knew that once he made a declaration of 
war Bonaparte would throw into New Or- 
leans and St. Louis 10,000 of the best sol- 
diers of France. So he bided his time. The 
people of thé West clamored loud for war, 
but Jefferson knew their weakness in com- 
parison with the strength Napoleon could 
concentrate on the Mississippl, and he was 
unwilling that they should be sacrificed be- 
cause of their devotion to the Union, for 
France held the river, and not even with 
Iengland’s aid could Jefferson hope to speed. 
ily or easily dislodge her. 

The situation was now extremely critical. 
Henry Adams says of it in his history of 
the United States: 


“The New England Federalists were sat- 
isfied that President Jefferson must either 
adopt their own policy and make war on 
France or risk a dissolution of the Union. 
They, too, cried for war, and cared little 
whether their cry produced or prevented 
hostilities, for the horns of Jefferson's di- 
lemma were equally fata] to him. All eyes 
watched eagerly the President for some 
sign of his intentions, 

“But Jefferson said nothing, and did noth- 
ing, and December and Congress camé, The 
President's message was read Dec. 15, 1801. 
No message could be more pacific. Jeffer- 
son talked of everything but the topic that 
most engrossed men’s minds. During the 
year he had said many things indicating 
that he wanted war with France, but in 
the message he talked only of peace and 
the brotherhood of man. He did not even 
mention the closure of the Mississipp!l. He 
said nothing of the army and navy except 
to suggest that she ships of the navy be 
dry-docked and repaired. Louisiana and 
France were the last things he mentioned, 
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and then he touched them Ueghtly, and 
talked of naught but peace, The whole 
country ‘was astounded, and the war party 
was furious, 

Afterward Jefferson eaid he aid it to 
gain time. He was waiting. Leclerc was 
in Santo Domingo with a big French army 
fighting the insurrection. Much depended 
upon the fighting in Santo Domingo, and 
where Leclerc and his army next went. 
Napoleon, too, seemed restless and dis- 
gusted with. peace. All Europe believed 
that he was upon the eve of a blow. and 
no one knew whether it would etrike Eng- 
land, Spain, Germany or the United States. 

In the next year, 1802. yellow fever broke 
out in Leclere’s army and almost entirely 
destroyed it. Leclere died with his men. 
This relieved Jefferson of the danger that 
threatened from Leclerc. San Domingo, 
too, was lost to France, and San Domingo 
was the French key to Louis‘ana. Jeffer- 
son was positive that now was the time 
to move. He had said: ‘‘We Americans 
have a passion for peace,’ and he had a 
peaceful plan to buy Loulsiana from the 
French. He selected James Monroe as the 
man who should go to Paris and conduct 
the negotiations. He reaeoned that the loss 
of Leclerc’s army and Santo Domingo had 
discouraged Bonaparte in the hope of ex- 
tending his American possessions and that, 
moreover, he was in need of money and 
was only walting for some one to fill hie 
coffers that he might again molest the 
peace of Europe. 


The people were for war, and {it required 
all Jefferson's influence to keep Congress 
from making warlike declarations. Janu- 
ary 11, 1803, he asked that James Monroe 
be appointed Minister-Extraordinary to 
France and Spain, “to assist Livingston 
and Pinckney in enlarging and more effect- 
ually securing our rights and tinteresta in 
he river, Mississipp!, and in the territories 
eastward The nomination was 
approved two days later. 
Monroe arrived in France 
He found Bonaparte willing to negotiate 
for the transfer of Louisiana. He had con- 
cluded, as Jefferson had foreseen he would, 
that the of Santo Domingo and the 
army there crippled France t much in 
America for him to hope to accomplish 
anything in Loultslana unless he diverted 
there an attention and strength which he 
could not spare from Purope. While Mon- 
roe was on the sea en route to France 
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April 7, Yysos. 
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Napoleon had expressed to Talleyrand hié 
intention of ceding Loulsiana to the United 
States. Talleyrand was strongly opposed 
to the cession and sought to dissuade 
Bonaparte from it. 

Monroe went to Napoleon with instruc. 
tions to offer $10,000,000 for New Orleans 
and Florida. 


April 10, 1803, while Monroe was leaving : 


Havre for Paris, Bonaparte called to him 
two of his Ministers, of whom Barbe Mar- 
bois was one, and told them why he was 
going to sell Louisiana to the United 
States. He was afraid, he said, that En- 
giand would seize Louisiana as her first 
act of war. He “Tl aiready consider 
the colony lost to France.” 

The next day Napoleon made before hig 
ministers one of those orations t@® 
which he was famous. He sgid: 

“Irresolut‘on and deliberation are no long 
er in season; I renounce Louisiana, It Ils nog 
only New that I cede; it Is the 
whole colony, 
nounce it with greatest regret; 
tempt obstinately to retain It 
folly. 1 direct you to negotiate the affais.” 

Monroe and Livingston found it an easy 
matter to purchase the territory. Napoleon 
was determined to sell it and secure the 
money,’ and he Instructed Marbols to @ige 
pose of it for what it was worth.

Which ia now drawing near its end. These 
triumphs will of course go into Father 
Time's big book of events to help make 
the old year memorable. 

Star Pointer, the greatest son of Brown 
Hal, and the king of all pacers, broke the 
world’s record for a half mile oy the track 
of the Belmont Driving Club, tn Philadel- 
phia, September 17. His time was 1:59% for 
the mile, and :57% for the first half, which 
Was the fastest half mile ever trotted or 
paced. At the eame time the great pacer 
came within half a second of his world's 
mile record, 1:59%. His best half mile up 
to that time was ‘58%, made at Columbus, 
©., in the preceding August. Star Potnter 
has given the pacers a lead over the trot- 
ters of four seconds and a half. The mile 
trotting record, 2:034%, does not appear to 
have been lowered this year. 

In thé railway world some astonishing 
new records have been made. The ‘‘Rocky 
Mountain limited’ of the Rock Island road 
on its trial trip early In May covered the 
1.082 Miles between Chicago and Denver in 
2 hours, notwithstanding the loss of an 
hour and seven minutes on account of an 
accident. This was a general average of 62 
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From New York to Buffalo a 
New York World Train made 
495 miles in 426 minutes. 


miles on hour. .The best previous run by 
any road between the two cities named was 
2% hours and 30 minutes. The run from Chi- 
cago to Council Bluffs, 500 miles, was made 
by the Rock Island flyer in 8 hours and 57 
minutes, an average of 55.9 miles an hour. 
On the same trip—that is, from Chicago to 
Council Bluffs--the Jay Gould in 
1891 averaged only 53.9 miles an hour. 

The California limited of the Santa Fe 
route broke the record in September for 
fast time between Chicago and Los Ange- 
les. It established a record of two and 
three-quarter days for the trip, six 
better than any previous time made 
tween these points. 

A special train of an engine and four cars 
on the Chicago & Northwestern made a 
new record between Chicago and Omaha 
Sept. 16. The run of 493 miles was made in 
nine hours and twenty-nine minutes. The 
train left Chicago at 8 fn the morning 
and pulled into the Omaha union depot at 
6:29 in the evening. 

A special Erie newspaper 
1898, made the record-breaking long dis- 
tance run from New York to Buffalo, 425 
miles, in 426 minutes, Another phenomenal 
run, if not a record-breaker, was that 
made Feb. 1 by the Union Pacific mail train 
between Chegenne and Omaha. The regu-

This rec- 
ord-breaker was made up.of 130 ears of 
coal, Which gave a total length of 2887 feet 
—a trifle less than three-quarters of a mile, 
The total weight of the train behind the 
engine tender was tons, of which 3692 
tons was the weight of the coal. The train 
made the run eastward from Altoona to 
Columbia in 14 hours. It was hauled by a 
single engine of the giant ‘63"’ class, which 
is the largest in the world, and 
weighs 118 tons. 

As to ocean sailing, the Cunard steam- 
ship ktruria In August lowered its own 
record, making the trip frem Queenstown 
to New York in five days, 20 hours and 55 
minutes—15 minutes better than its pre- 
vious time. But the world’s record is stil] 
held by the Lucania, which crossed by the 
same route in Octcber, 1894, in five days,

The wonderful run of the battleship Ore- 
gon from the Pacific coast around the horn 
to Key West, at the beginning of the Span- 
ish-American wer, broke all records of 
this character, and naval men the world 
over expressed surprise. The little gun- 
boat Marietta, which came part of the way 
with the Oregon, made the long voyage 
from San Jose to Key West between March 
lo and June 4, and, like the Oregon, did not 
have to stop once for repairs, and her ma- 
chinery was in perfect order on her arrival. 
Tihe coinmanders of both vessels said they 
would be ready to fight, after this unpre- 
cedented feat of long-distance ocean travel, 
just as soon as they could get coal. 

During this year the Turbina, ‘‘the fast- 
est vessel afloat,"”’ bullt at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, made its trial trip and achieved a 
record of forty miles an hour. But this ex- 
traordinary speed is not held out to the 
future transatlantic traveler. Three thous- 
and tons of coal daily would be necessary 
to guarantee it, and no vessel of navigable 
size could carry it. But for short distances, 
as for example, between New York and 
Staten Island, the inventor claims that a 
line of boats could be established carrying

In view of the fact that an expert Amer- 
ican engineer had just completed a tramp 
over the whoie territory, examining all the 
geological formation carefully, and pro- 
notnced the country quite worthlese from a 
mineral standpoint, it fs almost pathetic to 
seethisconfiding population declimated each 
day, but as constantly reinforced. If in the 
end it is doomed to bitter disappointment 
Mr. Rhodes will have much to answer for, 
s.nce not only are the floaters and ne‘er-do- 
wells flocking northward, but mechanics, 
tradesmen, proféseional men and laborers 
are coming, with their families. 

Livery publication of Rhodes’s paper, the 
Cape Town Times, sets forth the entice- 
ments of Rhodesia and causes some unfor- 
tunate beggar to draw from the bank his 
little savings, pack up and go north, gecner- 
ally to Beira. Not one man in one hundred 
ever gets any further, and not a few leave 
their bones to bleach on the quicksands 
there. The unemployed man can not stay 
long there, for with bread at 1 shilling a 
loaf money evaporates like smoke end 
it is a Dad place to be stranded in. 

Portugese authority at Beira is galling to 
the Englishmen there, and they boast open- 
ly that they will have control of the place. 

Phis is the secret of the friction between 
the popu.ace and soldiery at Betlra. The 
town itself is not worth two cannon balls 
to the English, but it is the key to South 
Central Africa, and England necdg it. If 
you glance at the map of South Africa you 
will see that with the exception of Cape 
Colony, Natal and the little shore of Zu- 
luland, Great Briain owns absolutely no 
seacoast. Germany and Portugal are su- 
preme, both on the east and west. The 
Transvaal is blocked off high and dry, and 
will remain so, for Portugal dare not se!l 
her Delagoa Ray. 

The situation of Belra makes it valuable. 
It lies 2500 miles north of Cape Town, 600 
miles gouth ef Zanzibar, and a fast steamer 
makes the run across Madagascar in 2% 
hours. Excepting Delagoa Bay, it fur- 
mnishes the only good harbor in a@ stretch 
of 1000 miles. One is the natural outlet 
to the Transvaal, the other for Rhodesia. 
They are both becoming busy ports. 

South African passenger traffic. which 
formerly was carried almost entirely by the 
English lines from Southampton to Cape 
Town end Durban by way of Maderia and 
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St. Heleha. has been switched off to some 
extent now, and the favorite passage is by 
way of the German East Africa line. This 
takes one through the Mediterranean Sea, 
the Spez Canal and down the east coast, 
touching at Zanzibar, Dar-El-Salaam 
Chinde, Beira, Inhambare, Delagoa Bay 
and Durban. A French line goes over ne@r- 
ly the same route, taking in Madagascar 
and Mauritius. 

In addition to these ships the long, black 
steamers of the British India line put in 
there every week, bringing from the Orient 
every of humanity, and there are 
ecveral coast steamers which do a good 
¢rade with Madagascar in meats and vege-

tables. 

Beira has been selected for this propation- 
ary gathering because it Is cheaper to reach 
than the inland towns of Bulawayo and 
Salisbury. Mozambique is only 9% miles 
wide at this point, so that British territory 
can be reached in a few days’ trip by way 
of a little railroad which is in process of 
construction. 

Beira itself is a combination of sand, tor- 
rid, enervating heat and corrugated iron 
shanties. For water front there ts a large 
bay into which ffows the Pungwee River; 
the grand plaza is a huge swamp where de- 
caying vegetable matter nourishes deadly 
miasma. The country for a long distance 
inland is simply reclaimed seashore and i6 
80 low and flat that the tide goes up the 
river & miles, and if you dig one foot 
in the sand anywhere water bubbles up.

The proprietors of the show are Collin 
Kemper and William Wagenhals, They are 
young men, actors and managers. They 
ran a stock company in Kansas City last 
éeason and made money. They believed 
that the time was ripe for a revival of the 
legitimate and conceived the idea of star- 
ring Louis James and Frederick Warde and 
some high-class actress. They hit upon 
Rhea as the woman and closed a contract 
with her. She went to Purope and de- 
veloped a cancer that will eventually kill 
her and she had to break her contract. 
Kathryn Kidder was at liberty and she was 
engaged to fill out the three e6tar combina- 
tion. 

The enterprise has done well. Last week 
was the first engagement the company had 
that was not a financial success. In the 
South the organization was received with 
enthusiasm and the people flocked to see 
the good old plays. St. Louis might have 
done likewise at any other time than just 
before the holidays for productions cer- 
tainly were handsome and the performan- 
ces enjoyable.

Sondheimer Sisters’ Success. 

HE Misses Ottile and Juliet Sond- 
heimer of St. Louis, have attracted 

a good dea) of attention in Berlin 

by their work as pianists. They have de- 
voted themwelves to ensemble playing. and 
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woman, and some men must do it nightly 
to earn their salary, just as less fortunate 
ones shovel coal or g6ell drygoods for the 
same necessity. 

Daniels approaches the perfection of 
realism in the osculatory act as near asa 
man may in the execution of a function 
commonly regarded as women's 
rights. 

Webster defines a kiss as a “salutation 
with the lips In token of love, esteem, rev- 
erence, submission, forgiveness, etc."’ By- 
ron speaks of the “long, long kiss, a kiss 
of youth and love,” and Tommy Moore 
referred to the “hurried seal of soft af- 
fection." Daniela puts all of these ingre- 
dienta into his stage kisses—all save sub- 
mission. 

The women of the “Idol's Ege’ Company 
do not submit, or acquiesce—they partkli- 
pate. And what woman would not—that 
is on the stage? But the little comedian’'s 
kisses are apparenUy not st kisses by 
any means. They are re: the 
dropping of his skirt at the Scotchman’'s 
cry of “‘Hoot, mon!’ The libretto of the 
opera compels Mr. Daniels to kiss nearly 
all the women on the stage in every act. 
He kept tab one night and scored 107. Of 
course, no man could be expected to reach 
the pinnacle of subiimity in kissing that 
mumber of times in three hours, pet en 
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fels scales the height quite frequently in 
each performance. : 

In the first act he begins lightly, not tim- 
orously like a bashful swain who is mot 
sure either of himself or his subject, but 
gently. Some of his kisses at this stage 
are like the round-mouthed salutations of 
pink-faced babies. particularly those be- 
stowed upon tall young ladies who must 
stoop, and to whom Mr. Daniels must stand 
on tiptoe. The spectators become interested 
in Mr. Daniels’ kissing in the first act. The 
feminine portion of the onlookers show 
marked appreciation of h's osculatory abili- 
ties, for none know better than they how 
unskilled the average man is in that art so 
dear to their, hearts—and lips. 


Mr. Daniels improves as the opera pro- 
gresses. With each set of kisses he-throws 
more vigor into his Ips, more soft light 
into his eye, more love into his flexible fea- 
tures, and a greater dogree of ecstacy into 
the maneuvers that follow the warm em- 
brace. Feminine eyes in the audience soft- 
en, feminine color heightens, feminine ex- 
clamations of “Oh!"’ are exchanged, and 
Mr. Daniels has made a h'‘t with the ladies. 
What matter then if the men are jealous or 
envious? 

But in the second act the climax of 
soulful kissing ts reached. As Abel Conn— 
an ingenious name for an able kisser— 
Mr. Daniels is cast into a dungeon of 
gloom, guarded by Nautch girls and oth- 
er pretty creatures. He becomes possessed 
of the magie Idol's Eye, which draws the 
love of all femininity to him, even as a 
loadstone draws needles. O, joy! O, Rap- 
ture! Then begins a feast of kissing. 

A bevy of girls clad in the clinging 
robes of the Orient gather about the pris- 
oner, all on their knees. Daniels begins

with a dark-haired daughter of the East, 
one of those houris with dusky lashes, 
melting eyes, sun-kissed cheeks, ruby lips 
and all that. Pouting Nps meet eager 
manly ones; both pairs part slightly; the 
two sets cling in a closer embrace; the 
manly lips swerve slowly from the horl- 
zontal, while the others remain as they 
were; manly fingers entwine themselves in 
dark tresses; the other hand supports 
a slender waist; the lips meet and are 
pressed together for, it seems, a minute.

Leroy Hooker in his story of “Enoch the 
Philistine,”” undaunted by the failures of 
so many who have gone before him, puts 
the pyramids into fiction. After years 
archeological study, after preparing him- 
self thoroughly for a scientific and archi- 
tectural treatment of the ion, he 
chooses the larger liberty of a novel to put 
his views and conclusions as to t bulld- 
ing of the pyramids before the public. In 
doing this he uses the scriptural! kengiish, 
or the Old Testamen: of narrative, 
which gives his statements an unconscious 
air of remoteness and authority.

man of peace. In the course of rebellion 
the Kine'’s was slain and all of 
the men w had rebelled were sijain or 
made prieoners.

In the twen- 
leth year the building there came to 
Ienoch in Gizeh Job, Melchizedek, and Ab- 
raham and they abode with him until 
the end of the work. When the pyramid 
had been completed in accordance with the 
directions given to Enoch who lived before 
the flood, it was inspected and the purpose 
of dimensions and the symbolism of the 
interior construction were explained. 

The passageway opening from the north 
side was called the Way of Mankind. It de 
clined as in a straight line to the sepulcher 
of Suphis. This sepulcher had part in 
the original plan, but was put in com. 
ptiment the King. The entrar was 
placed well up on the north side, to show 
that the L had made man in his own 
imaee and notin the low similitude of any 
beast. The first part of the Way of Man- 
kind was to be called the Way of 
latherless, declining from the very begin- 
ning toward the foundation of the memorial 
until it touched the level thereof. Beginning 
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at the Bottom of the Way of the Father- 
less, the passage was to incline upward anid 
be called the Way of the Restoration. The 
first part of this upward course was to be 
called the Way of the Covenant. Then the 
Ww iy of the Law. Each of these was to be 
10 cubits in length, and to measure a space 
of MO ye Then came the Way of the 
Sanctuary, W cubits tn length, to measure 
10 years, Wherein men would still walk up- 
ward, remembering the covenant and the 
law. Then came the Way of Silence, cight 
cubits long, measuring #0 years, wherein 
voice of no prophet from the Lord 
should be heard. 

Beyond the Way of S lence a part of the 
passage was to be left unmeasured forever, 
because it was holy. At the end of the 
Way of Silence Enoch was ordered to put 
off the shoes from his feet and quench the 
light of his lamp; to go forward in the 
passage through the darkness, making 
some steps long and some short, thrice 
turning back on his steps and th®n going 
forward again. This was to be cailed the 
unmeasured Holy Way, the time of the so- 
journ of the Word with men. At the end 
of that wae to be dropped a white stone. 
and a well was to be made and the stones 
around the well were to be left In appear- 
ance as though they had been thrown up 
from beneath, to indicate that the Man of 
the Word should come from his sepulcher 
alive. 

From the end of the unmeasured Holy 
Way there branched off from the main pas- 
sage a way that leadeth into a chamber, 
never going any higher than the mouth 
of the well. That is the Way of the 
Scorner. forty cubits long, measuring 200 
years, wherein the children of the covenant 
will continue to scorn the name of the 
Lord. They will go no more upward in the 
Way of the Restoration until the 2000 years 
are ended. At the end of the Way of the 
Scorners in the Chamber of Sorrows, to 
signify that the children of the covenant 
will be healed in their blindness, will mourn 
with sorrow for their scorning, and will 
return to the Way of the Restoration. From 
the mouth of the well the main passage 
i¢ no longer low, but is thirteen and a half 
cubits In height, and jis-finished with choice 
stones and graved along the basis to the 
likeness of tombs that are open and the 
dead gone forth. This is to signify that the 
Way of the Restoration will be most ex- 
cellent, that the Man of the Word will send 
into every nation the word of life. 

This part of the passage was to be called 
the Highway of Nations, and was 40 cubiis 
in length, measuring 2000 years, wherein the 
men of all kindreds of the earth will go up 
thereon.

The last stage of mankind ‘s# 
set forth in the last chamber of all, wherein 
the Way of the Restoration endeth.

This was to be of lofty h: ight and proper 
proportions, and within it a stone lavef, 
Signifying that men being guided by ordi- 
Rances and the Word, and being cleansed, 
will seek after God and find him. 

The extertor of the pyramid was to pre- 
sent to each point of the compass a smooth 
face, each face © true triangle, and was to 
represent permancnee, indestructibility and 
solidity. At the moment when the Pleiades 
Pas@ed over the center of the habitable 
earth, and when the dragon hung at its 
lowest in the north, a moment that would 
not come again for more than 25.000 years, 
the capstone was put in place and the py- 
ramid was completed. Melchisedek was 
the “first and only priest forever of the 
memorial.” After the dedicatory ceremo- 
nies Enoch and hie people returned to 
*nilistia. where he became the King of all 
the tribes. Abraham. Job, and Melchizedek 
returned each to his own country, 

It will be seen that Mr.. Hooker does not 
help the chronologiets. Some of them place 
the construction of the great pyramid at 
Gizeh. as early as #00 years before Christ. 
Other authorities give the eonstruction of 
the great pyramid after the time of Jo- 
seph, 1750 before Cr'st. Others again insist 
that Khufa or Cheops, the builder of the 
great pyramid, lived 3733 B. C., and that 
Abraham went into Egypt in 1923 B. C. 
From the standpoint of the arecfyitects Mr. 
Hooker will be in more favor. It has been 
contended that the pyramids were not a 
development of Egyptian art. There wae 
nothing tn Egypt leading up to them. They 
came suddenly as if by inspiration, and 
many held that they must have been bullt 
by an alien race coming into Egypt about 
the time of the shepherd kings. But there 
are no traditions or ruins in any other part 
of the ancient world to indicate that any 
other race had had any experience in pyra- 
m'd building. TS&® first pyramid built in 
Egypt, the great pyramid, was the most 
perfect of ite kind. The others were imi- 
tations, and there wae deterioration until 
that form of memorial structure was sup- 
plemented by another. 

Mr. Hooker meets the question of the 
sudden introduction of the pyramid at its 
best into the world's architecture by hav- 
ing the plans come down from the man 
who walked with God before the fleod. 
Starting with this ingenious theory, he ap- 
plies a symbolism to exterior and Inter- 
jor construction of the pyramid, witch, 
however, extravagant it may seem. meets 
the objections urged against other theories 
and explanations. He does not tgenore 
tradition nor distort history, but weaves 
the network of his story with the contro- 
versies as to dates and early conditions 
in Egypt in mind, leaning always toward 
the view of Biblical students.

It is a strongly made 
boat and has been used for short voyages 
on the North Sea and in the channel. One 
of them made a trip across the channel 
from Dover to Calais in 1895, covering the 
d'stance in seven and a quarter hours. M. 
D. Ruck, the inventor, and a companion 
propelled the novel boat on journey, 
accompanied by an excursion steamer. The 
Securitas is built like a double skifi, decked 
across fore and aft, and fitted with seats 
for four passengers. It is propelled through 
the water by means of paddle wheels, 
which have eccentric fittings, causing the 
blades of the wheels to dip and feather 
and strike the water at right angles. 

‘or rough water the Germans have a 
Waiter cyclet invented by Karl Zimer, and 
known as the Zimer sea cycle. It differs 
radically from the Securitas in construc- 
tion and appearance, and ig intended for 
use as a pleasure boat on the ocean wave. 
lts construction provides for the rolling 
motion incidental to a ride on the waves, 
ming the side rolls by having floats 
either side of the boat. The flats are 
like small air tight vessels, having an ac- 
independent of the main hull.

OXING Its the best exercise in the 
world for women. Women are 
not learning the art in order to 

,enter the ring. To become a boxer does 
not mean to become a pigilist. The exer- 
cise ip better than anything I know of to 
inspire women with confidence in them- 
selves. There will be less mashing and an- 
noyance from men when women unterstand 
how to strike out right from the shoulder, 
if necessary. 

“Of course a natural argument against 
boxing for women ia that it is too violent. 
Now my instruction precludes violence. I 
don't belleve in women dealing knockout 
blows. I simply teach them to spar with 
grace and ease. The exercise gives grace 
and suppleness to the limbs, and ease and 
quickness to every movement. 

“My lessons to women are practically 
the same as those I give to boys. I never let

Whén you think that you have 
either deceived or confused him step for- 
ward rapidly with the left foot and strike 
the part of his head or body which is most 
unguarded.

A Lesson In 


Eleanor Georgen, 
Culturist. 

O SIT gracefuliy is an art—not only 
the act itself, but in the effect after 
one has performed the act. The wo- 

wishes to sit gracefully must 

sink into a seat: She cannot possibly drop 

into it, as we see many do, and present a 

graceful and easy picture, 

The lower the geat the wider must be 
the basic attitude of the feet in order to 
perform the act gracefully, and the proper 
position of this basic attitude must al- 
ways be with one foot in advance of the 
other and never under any circumstances 
with the toes upon a parallel line, 


By Mrs. Physical 
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The most common fault—and one which 
the least critical of spectators will recog- 
nize as peculiar to aimost every wornan 
who has not been taught—is that of plac- 
ing one’s self straight In front of the seat 
with the feet on a parallel line. This is the 
first movement. The second consists in 
bending the knees and dropping into the 
chair. This places one in a commonplace 
and awkward attitude, either spreading the 
knees most unbecomingly—as shown in Fig. 
i—or necessitating the holding of the knees 
together, which places the body in an un- 
comfortable, angular position, with the 
forelegs and Knees very much in evidence 

To per the act well of either 
sittine or curtseying, one must have strong, 
elastic muscles in the legs and a free, flex- 
ible motion at the waist line. Most women 
obliged to acquire this muecular con- 
trol, although eometimes a natural knack 
or readiness in the of the feet will 
enable a woman to sit or curtsey accept- 
ably without training.

The native jewelry found among the tn- 
habitants of the Philippines is among all 
our new posseseions the most barbaric and 
picturesque.

The 
native women, who appear as a matter of 
course in scant draperies, usually wear @ 
great profusion of rings. upon eevera) fin- 
gers of both hands. A common ring in these 
islands is formed of twisted wires of gold 
or silver. The native jewelers use Very 
primitive tools, and are obliged to beat out 
the wire, so that it appears rough and 
heavy compared with the product ef alvil- 
ined countries, THe strands are as a result 
eomewhat coarse, but when several ef 
these are twined together the effeot la very 
pleasing. 
in gold and aliver. Other rings consiat ' 
merely of hammered bands of gold or sliver. 
The bands made In this way look heavy and 
have a barbaric splendor which ig very 
Braceieta are also made in this way. These 
have a barbaric splender which is Very 
attractive. The native jewelers also carve 
the precious metals with great skill and 
delicacy. The silver ornaments, which ere 
harder, and therefore lend themselves bet- — 
ter to the purpose, are usually carved fa 
high relief or with the delicate f 
characteristic of Mexican jewelry, 

The most barbaric of this new American 
jewelry is found among the Philippine Is- 
landers of the interior coast, 

The rings are made for the most part of 
leather and in place of a precious stane for 
aetting the natives mount the tooth of 
some wild animal. Rings are also made of 
ivory in a great variety. of designs, They 
are made by slicing off a section from 6 
emall, hollow tusk or horn and carving 
and polishing this natural ring. A great 
many different designs of bracelets are 
also made in this way. Grecelets safe 
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found among them beautifully carved with 
the heads of elephaits or other wild anl- 
mals. The principal stone used in thie 
jewelry is the green jade which Is roughly 
polished, These stones are sometimes get 
in the rings or bracelets by being simply 
imbedded in @ cavity dug in the bone or 
metal, the face of the stone coming flush 
with the surface.

Precautions Which Should Be Taken by 


All Barber Shop Patrons. 
By Dr. A. H. Ohman-Dumesnil, Derm- 


atologist. 

ACH man who patronises a barber shop 
should keep his own cup, brush and epong®. 
Never, no matter what the circumstances, 

should ea man allow another's sponge to be used 
on his face. 

If a patron of the barber shop has any disease 
of the face, the sponge will take up the germs 
and will hold them and allow them to multiply. 
When the sarite sponge ts passed over the face of 
the next customer, the germs are sure to be im- 
planted, and unless prompt treatment is resorted 
to the disease will develop. ° 

The same is true of the brush with which the 
lather is applied, but not to the same degree. The 
g@ponge is wherein the chief danger lies. 

Aa for germs on the razor, that ts all nonsense. 
ff any etregg)ing germs should attach themselves 
to the razor they would be lost when the oper- 
ator honed or stropped his razor. In the winter 
time they would surely be killed by another 
process. Did you never notice that before a bar- 
ber beging shaving you he always dips his razor 
\ig hot water? He does this to keep his razor from 
cracking, and probably does not know anything 
‘about the germ theory. Butif any germ should be 
on the razor, the hot water would put an end to 
hie miserable existence. 

As to the soap, there is only one kind of soap, 
but there are many different brands. You want 
to use a strong alkaline soap. Did you ever notice 
how the barber puts the lather on your face, 
walks slowly around, etrops his razor and does a 
‘Jot of other apparently needless things? He is only 
giving the alkali a chance to do its work—soften 
the beard so the razor can giide more easily. 

The tmportant part of shaving comes after the 
shaving is over. I refer to the treatment of the 
face. In the first place, the soap should be thor- 
oughly removed. Then the face should be treated 
with towels saturated with hot water. The 
towel when pleced over the face and allowed to 
reat over the closed eyes is most refreshing. Be- 
gides, it facilitates drying. It contracts the 
emall blood vessels and stops any hemorrhages. 
The face is more readily dried after having used 
hot water than cold. 

Bay rum, cold cream or any one of a dozen 
ether preparations should always be used after 
shaving. 

The important part, however, is the drying. 
Every particle of moisture should be taken from 
the skin. If i so the face will chap. Look 
et your servant girl's hands. Thew are always 
chapped. Why? She washes her hands often and 
then makes a bluff at drying them. The cold alr 
etrikes them and the skin cracks. 

Powder should always be used on the face after 
ghaving. This absorbs any raotsture that may yet 
femain and keeps the cold air from the face. 
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HEALTHFUL SLEEP.

NOWING necessity 
end its reluvenating effecta many 

are inclined to think that one cannot get 

too much of it A baby sleeps two-thirds of the 
time; a@chil4d must have long hours of sleep and 
Overy afternoon a nap; and this ts vitally neces- 

gary to their growth and development. 

But a time comes when the bones are hardened 
and the muscles elastic, when this quiescence is 
mot needed to euch extent. And more—when such 
over sleep is indulged in, the body degenerates and 
the sinews become lax and the organs do not 
work properly. 

I noticed with interest tn a recent publication the 
Views of various distinguished old men as to by 
what means they attained their longevity. A 
proportion of the answers urge moderation in 
all things—eating, working, drinking and sleep- 
ing. 

When one is working hard all day seven houre’ 
sleep is the right allowance. When tn training an 
@thiete takes eight, but that is only for a short 
period and because of the violent physical exer- 
tion, straining on the nerves and destroying tis- 
eue. 

For the ordinary busine®ts man or the brain 
worker, seven hours of reat under healthy con- 
@ition is necessitated, but more is dangerous and 
fatiguing. 

By “healthy conditions” I mean darkness, an 
eariy hour for retiring, no food eaten just before 
bed-time, a cold room, and plenty of fresh air. 
I, personally, consider the hours between eleven 
and six o'clock as the best adapted for a healthful 
might rest.

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TO ESCAPE COLDS.

cé E ARE in the habit of looking upon 
colds too Mghtly. Many persons, 
when a cold selzes them, resort to hot 


baths, quinine, hot drinks and other little things 
which only render them the more susceptible to 
ovlds when they go into the open air, and fre- 
quently the result is severe sore throat and pneu- 
monia. Colds can be arrested much easier than is 
generally supposed. With persons whose viral 
furces are vigorous colds are almost entirely due 
to carelessness. It is important thet the feet be 
kept warm and dry and that the chest and abdo- 
men be well protected. Cure should be dken to 
avoid exposure when the stomach is empty. This 
is especially necessary. Warm fiannels and wool- 
ens should be worn. Breathing through the nose 
should be practiced, and draughts should be 
strictly avoided. Young people whe dance seem 
particularly careless about draughts, Then the 
head should be kept dry. Do pot wet the hair be- 
fore going into the open air. Any ene careful 
about these little things will not be troubled with 
eolda.™ 
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FROSTBITES. 
By John Dean, M. D. 


TIMELY word to parents who permit thelr 
A children to engage in winter sports. Frozen 

or frostbitten hands, feet, nose or ears are 
easily got and as easily cured if you know how, 
otherwise the results are most serious. This con- 
dition is brought about by the contraction of the 
cutaneous vessels, and is a@ften the result of only 
slight cold. The chilled parts become very pale. 
After the first contraction there follows a dilata- 
tion of the vessels throughout the affected area, 
which takes cn a deep, red color. Swelling de- 
velops and there is an itching or burning sensa- 
tion. Severe pain may occur -when the frozen 
parts are too rapidly warmed. The redness may 
disappear in a few days, but not infrequently it 
recurs. Paralysis of the blood vessels may re- 
main throughout life. Chilblains come from re- 
peated slight freezing of the fingers and toes, 
and frequently attack persons who have to dally 
change from hot to cold atmospheres. Women 
and pale people are more susceptible to mild de- 
grees of freezing than those whose pulsation is 
strong and the blood supply ample. When blisters 
appear and there is a continued absence of sen- 
pation, say for two or three days, in the frozen 
parts, the case is very severe and gangrene is 
likely to result. I have amputated fingers, hands 
end even legs because of freezing and the con- 
tinued lack of proper medical attention. In or- 
dinary mild cases of freezing treatment may be 
effectually administered at home. Bear in mind 
that the affected part should not be warmed too 
rapidly, but should be bathed in snow or ice 
water for a few minutes, then wrapped in wet 
cloths. The patient should then be gradually 
warmed. If this does not bring relief by all means 
call a physician. Predisposed people should Keep 
their hands and feet well wrapped to avo‘d chil- 
bluins. Ordinarily when these are present cold 
applications bring relief.

HP natural movements of an infant are 
| the apparently purposeless muscular efforts 


which it makes so soon as it appreciates 
it has extremities. A healthy infant delights in 
exercise and movements of all kinds. Crying, 
although sometimes excessive, and not always 
appreciated is another of nature's ways of de- 
velceping the lungs and chests of babies. 

Nature suggests these modes of exercise. We 
should promote and direct them by seeing that 
the clothes are not too tight or burdensome, s0 
as to impede the free and easy movements of 
the child. Now, as the child grows older, it crawis 
about the floor, walks by the aid of chairs and 
other furniture, and finally walks, thus bringing 
into play nearly all the muscles of the body. 

One important factor, often neglected in the 
care of children, ts fresh alr. They should have 
a good airing outdoors at least once a day, 
when the weather is-favorable. Thus they get 
of oxygen, so vital In growth and devel- 
become hardened and accustomed to the 
changeable climate.

All violent exercise, such as wrestling, foot- 
ball and rowing, should be discouraged until 
after the seventeenth year, for up to this time 
the joints and muscles are tender, undeveloped 
and liable to dangerous and permanent injury. 

COCAINE AND DENTISTRY.

OCOAINE its @ valuable agent tn the hands 
‘+e of a dentist. s a local anesthetic it 
gives freedom from pain to the patient and 
as it Is quickly applied it is mach used. The 
drug is an alkaloid extracted from the leaves of 
a shrud of the cocoa family, indigenous to South 
America. The leaves must be of the Dest quanty, 
gathered at a proper time, carefully dried and 
they must not be permitted to become aged co 
exposed to the alr. 

In dentistry the salts or muriate of cocoaine in 
crystal form are dissolved and kept bottled. It 
ie useful in operations in the mouth for extippa- 
tion of pulps or the hypersensitive dentine, the 
membranous frame under the enamel In cap- 
ping pulpe to avoid extirpation coocoaine is tre 
quently employed, combined with glycerine

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HYGIENIC LIVING.

é¢ O MEDICINE, no alteration of the diet, 
N will completely compensate for the vio- 
lation of the laws of nature. 

“Sooner or later she will have her rights, and 
exact the penalty for transgressions of her 
statutes, to the uttermost farthing. To every hu- 
man being a certain amount of physicial exercise 
ig necessary; to men of robust frame and big 
muscles a good deal; to men of delicate build and 
elender muscle only a little. But, big or little, 
that due amount of muscular labor is necessary 
for their continuance in qa state of health, or their 
prospects of long life. If a man’s lot is castina 
s@dentary occupation, he may partially compen- 
sate for his physical idleness by eating sparingly 
of nitrogenous food; but if he carries this too far 
his mental energies will flag, his blood will lose 
its iron, his tissues part with their lime. Failure 
of digestion and assimilation occur, and in the 
course of time the evidences of decay will appear 
in the weakest spots, and locomotor ataxia, pare- 
sis, Addison’s disease, nephritis or other chronic 
affections of obscure etiology will make their ap- 
pearance, 

“If he does not diet, but continues to consum® 
his full allowance of nitrogen, uricemia, plethora, 
hypertrophy of the heart, torpidity of the liver, 
auto-toxemia, atheroma, and other ailments wait 
to pounce upon him, 


‘There is no possible substtftute for hygienic liv- 
ing. To whatever extent the Creator has en- 
dvwed each individual with muscular tissue, to 
tliat extent the individual must work with his 
muscle, or suffer the consequences. 

“And how about women? Look at any bevy of 
school girls in their early teens. What a lot! 
Weak ankles, curved spines, flat chests, wasp 
waists, evidences of calcic deficiency in their 
frames, of ferric scarcity in their pallid faces, in 
their pasty complexions and unwholeome, blotched 
and pimply skins, thin hair and muddy complex- 
lons. Ill-clad, their clothes interfere with healthy 
activity; the skirts drag at the waist; the shoes 
too tight and too thin and run down at the heel; 
{ji-taught, their heads full of a lot of nonsensical, 
useless stuff miscalled an education, but contain- 
ing scarcely anything that would teach them to 
know themselves, their mental or physical needs, 
or the care of the future husband, home or chil- 
dren. 

“No wonder every woman has her doctor; or 
that you cannot hear two married women talk 
five minutes without one or both lugging in her 
aliments.

SURGERY IN CONSUMPTION. 
By Dr. ©. Le Van Manderbach. 


OME day, sooner or later, consumption will 

be cured by the surgeon's knife. That is a 

startling statement—impossible, impracti- 

cable, some will say. But the trend of modern 

surgical science is towards the goal of “nothing 
is Impossible.”’ 

Laparotomy would have been regarded as im- 
practicable—as the dream of a visionary—in the 
last century. The first operation of the kind was 
performed by a Kentucky surgeon dn the back- 
woods, hardly half a century ago. He used decr 
gut for sutures, and antiseptic dressings were 
then unknown. Still the rude operation was suc- 
cessful. Before that time penetrating wounds of 
the abdomen, gunshot or knife, were regarded 
as necessarily fatal. The victim waa left to die. 
Since then thousands of lives have been saved 
by the operation. The removal of the vermiform 
appendix is only one of the many modern capital 
operations® which would once have been regarded 
as {mpossible. Modern surgery explores the brain, 
bures the heart, eliminates a kidney, dares to 
experiment with every vital organ, and etil] the 
limit of successful effort is far from being 
attained. © ; 


Tuberculosis, in tts tncipiency, ts ea focal disease, 
whether inherited or acquired, and contagious, 
beyond doubt, through the sputa, whether moist, 
or in dried particles which Me in oushiona, in 
bedding, in street cars or filter through the 
aimosphere as dust, and need only certain 
conditions to call them tnto active life. That the 
disease is local is proved by the observations 
of Prof. Scott of the McGill College of Medicine 
of Montreal, who declares that in 1800 dissections 
of infant bcdies made since 1865, he found 
tubercular deposits in the apex of the lung. 

If local, it stands te reason that amputation of 
the diseased part will eliminate the disease, so 
far as the present attack is concerned. It will 
not prevent @ recurrence. That must be left to 
proper precautionary measures, and the building 
up of the system to resist the tubercular germ in 
tie predisposed. Tuberculosis frequently attacks 
the knee joint. We encise it as we would a 
tumor, and the patient recovers. 

When I say I believe that the surgeon's knife 
will, in the future, be guccessfully used in 
treating tuberculosis of the lungs, I am not 
advancing an untried theory. I have successfully 
tested encising parts of the lung on the lower 
ar:imals. [ made numerous experiments at 
Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia, under the 
supervision of Frof, tobert Bartholomew, a 
surgeon of international reputation, who, by the 
way, took the world’s prize in London for suc- 
cessful demonstration of this class of operations, 
These experiments proved to my entire satisfac- 
tion that the widespread disease of consumption, 
tiie great curse of civilization, which carries off 
more victims annually than yellow fever, or any 
other dreadful epidemic, can and will be, 
successfully treated by elimination.

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CONFLICT LANGUAGES 
AND RACE WAR. 


HOUGH Belgium is but a third-rate power, 
and a neutral one into the bargain, a paral- 
lel between King Leopold's kingdom and 

the empire of the Hapsburgs may easily be drawn, 
The great and permanent source of trouble in 
Austria is the racial] etrife between Germans and 
Czechs. In Belgium this strife finds its counter- 
part In the relentless race war between Flemish 
and Walloons. The question at stake in both 
countries is the same—the question of language, 
which, next to religion, has been the cause of the 
bloodiest conflicts in the history of nations. Brief- 
ly eummed up the trouble in Belgium arose from 
the pretensions of the Flemish to equal rights for 
their mother tongue with French, which, until 
now, has held a preponderating position, both 
officially and unofficially in the nation. After a 
boisterous campaign in the Flemish prees, a cam- 
palgn which was supported by the entire rural 
population of the Flemish provinces and by «a 
large percentage of the citizens of Antwerp, the 
| Belgian Parliament passed, a few months ago, 
the much diecussed “Flemish law,” or “la lol 
P'lamingante,” as it is termed here. According to 
this new law the Flemish language was placed on 
‘terms of perfect equality with French—in other 
| words, every parliamentary bill, every official act 
of the government must be worded in two lan- 
guages. 

The full meaning of such a law can hardly be 
‘taken at first eight. Hereafter the name of every 
/etreet, every railway time table, every “‘proces- 
‘verbal” must be worded in the two languages. 
i'The expense to the country of such a law may 
easily be imagined, when the number of clerks 
in the various government departments hae al- 
ready been doubled, simply owing to the red tape 
resulting from “la loi Flamingante.” This ques- 
i tion of extra expense to the government is, how- 
jever, but one and the most unimportant side of 
ithe “Flemish law.” The Flemish movement in 
|Belgium has, of late, taken on the character of 
a Pan-German campaign, and is intimately con- 
nected with the great Pan-German movement in 
the German Empire. 

_._ This movement, as was recently shown at the 
,Antwerp Congress, has a great and a growing 
\prestige among the Flemish of Belgium. There 
‘are 20,000 permanent German residents in Antwerp, 
united by strong bonds of social clubs and political 
associations, These Germans of Antwerp have 
jalready done much for the cause of the greater 
\Germany, and now, when allied to the Pan- 
German Flemish, they promise to do still more 
toward the realization of their “grande idee.” 

It is, however, difficult to see how any perma- 
nent eympathy can exist between such a clerical 
population as the Roman Catholic Flemish and an 
empire governed by the ultra-Protestant Prussians 


COMPASS MYSTERY 
OF LAKE SUPERIOR 


sete of the finest ships that were ever 


launched into fresh water were wrecked 
last month along the north shore of Lake 
Superior between Beaver Bay and Isle Royale. 
Masters of a dozen othere have tales of hard- 
ships encountered on that same coast that are as 
terrible ag any ever heard. Still others, the play 
of fate have been abandoned by their crews 
and left to destruction, but have rescued them- 
selves and arrived in port uninjured. Others have 
been pulled onto sandy beaches, lying between 
jaggzed reefs of rock, have worked themselvee off 
and gone on their way unhurt, though a quarter 
of a boat length to either side would have put 
them where no power could have averted com- 
plete wreck. In all the history of navigation on 
Lake Superior there never has been a time when 
one storm did the damage of the last. This lake 
has been re@warded by insurance companies and 
navigators as safer than any of the others, and 
the records for the past twenty years have proved 
this record correct. 
In the November 
eweep over the 
sleet or snow, 


storms that 
lakes, accompanied by driving 
and by the roar of waves that 
drowns every other sound, even breaking of 
waves on the rocky shores, the mastere of ships 
going upto Duluth or from this city toward the 
Sauit try to get under the lee of the north shore. 

tts wooded banks, often rising sheer from the 
water for hundreds of feet, and for two hundred 
miles : mass of rock with scarcely a landing 
place, tlre north winds, and 
give protection to the ships. But lake mastere are 
accustomed to sail more by sight and sound and 
less by the compass, unlike the ocean navigators. 
They creep up toward where the shore ought to 
be. sounding their fog whistles all the time, till 
they gctanecho. With the coast thus picked up 
they steer parallel to it, judging their distance 
by the intervals between the whistles and the 
echoes and by the comparative stillness of the 
waterin which they are. The shores are invisible, 
‘but the compass is relied on chiefly to give a gen- 
eral direction and guldance. It is a skillful trade 
and the risks taken along such a ehore as that 
of rocky Lake Superior are great, but usually the 
vessel comes sliding into port, covered from stem 
‘to rudder with white ice. a trifle behind time, 

But the north shore of the lake, besides being 
as rugged as that of Greenland, Is no straight 
iMne, but a succession of bays and points, the 
former deep and narrow, the latter running far 
out and ending in a series of islands from which 
every vestige of land has ages ago been washed 
jaway. Gometimes the Ifslands are emphasized by 
‘rock reefs extending still further into the open 
lake and close enough to the surface to reach 
any ship unwary enough to come over them. To 
‘the captain standing on his bridge, the sleet 
driven by a gale of 10 miles an hour, cutting 
his exposed face as he listens to the whistle and 
ite Gistant echo. that echo grows more distant, 
till it almost dies away and he heads a point or 
‘two closer to the ehore to take it up again. He 
| knows the bays and reefs, for his charts are be- 
fore him, but his compass shows him he is right 
and eafe. 

How a ship’s compass could lead her master 
astray in such manner has been one of the mys- 
teries of Lake Superior for years, but it ls proba- 
bly explained now by one of the vesselmen in the 
‘only way that ecems consistent. One of his own 
/boats suffered a week ago at a time when he 
knew hie compasses were right. His ship was 
heading for Duluth, and for safety wasn two 
‘points south of her course, which should have 
taken her to the entry at Superior, seven miles 
south from the harbor entrance at Duluth. With- 
out warning, the vessel grated on a beach and 
stopped. An investigation showed her to be on 
the sand bank at the mouth of Knife River, 
twenty miles east from Duluth. She was heading 
‘directiy up the river, almost due north, but the 
compass still held two pofnts south of the course 
for Duluth. The boat had, by the charts, tarned 
‘almost a right angle. Within 125 feet of either 
iside rock reefs ran out Into the lake, on which 
ghe would have cut herself to pieces. To the 
\southerly side where a trifling less deviation 
would have taken the vessel, lay an island of 
'rook that would have driven her bow back to 
l hor engines and hunched her up into a ball. As 
it was a tug pulled her off and a survey showed 
j|mot a dollar of damage. Indeed nothing ts pub- 
licly known of the fortunate accident Ull this 
writing. Many such a casualty has occurred 
|from time to time, and the river on which this 
» boat brought up has been the ecene of two or 
ithree groundings every season for years, SBome 
lof them have resulted luckily, others have been 
total losses. The only explanation for these 
; groundings and deviations is that @ a@reat bed 
of magnetic tron sand lies in the bed of the 
stream, covered by the washings of quartz eand 
from the rocks of the lake.

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PHYSICAL GEOGRAPHY

An are at the equator Is to be measured as a 
result of the Stuttgart conference of the Inter- 
Mat'onal Geodetic Association, in October, sava 
Engineering News. Mr. FE. D. Preston, of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Surcey, repre- 
Bented this Government at the conference and he 
Will soon make his official report. Thie are at the 
equator, when measured, will be compared’ with 
one near the pole, now being measured by the 
Swedes and Russians; and the comparison will 
make it possible to determine the difference in 
length between the polar and equatorial diameters 
of the earth. Continuous latitude observations, at 
six stations encircling the earth near the 39th 
parallel, north latitude, ars to be made by six 
separate nations, The purpose of thie observation 
is to investigate the small periodic changes in the 
Intitude of all places first reported about ten 
yeare ago, and to determine the secular motion of 
the pole. 

In a recent lecture by Dr. Arthur Neve, in 
which he describes his travels in Kashmir and 
little Thibet, some valuable information was given 
as ty diffculty of breathing experienced by moun- 
high altitudes. Dr. Neve states that 
he found that if more than 8000 feet or 10,000 feet 
ls traversed in a day the traveler is almoét sure 
to suffer from mountain sickness; but if the as- 
cent is made with greater deliberation no incon- 
venience is experienced. His party therefore made 
ita rule to encamp on their way toward a moun- 
tain top in order that they might get acclimatized, 
and they found that, although the mercurial 
preseure was getting comparatively low, their 
breathing maintained its usual rate. So thor- 
oughly did Dr. Neve get accustomed to the rare- 
fied air that at a height considerably over 20,000 
feet he was able to take eighty paces to the min- 
ute without feeling any untoward results from 
the exertion, 

Owing to the rotation of the earth, rivers flowing 
ina northerly and southerly direction manifest a 
tencency to crowd to the right, with the effect 
that the right bank of such a river is apt to wear 
away slightly faster than the left, while the chan- 
neis aléo are apt to be deeper towards that side. 
A locomotive moving north and south would ex- 
perience the same tendency, and the amount of ex- 
cess pressure on the right rail has been computed 
by a German ecientist. With a locomotive weigh- 
ing 88,000 pounds, and running at a epeed of forty- 
five miles per hour it was found that there was an 
excess side pressure to the right of 150 pounds. 
This, however, is balanced by the friction of the 
enaine on the rails, as there is there a resistance 
of 12,000 pounds to any side movement, Practical 
railway men, however, do not find any greater 
difference in the wear of one rail over the other 
from this cause, while on a single-track road, the 
traffic being in both directions, it could not be 
detected in any case,

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HORSES AND BICYCLES 
IN EUROPEAN ARMIES. 


NE difficulty with which military organi- 
gers in Europe have to contend is the 
scarcity of the horses mecessary for 

both cavalry and artillery service, the increase 
in the number of horses not keeping pace 
with the constantly growing requirements of 
continental armies. 

On @ peace footing France and Germany require 
approximately 120,000 horses each for military pur- 
poses, Russia 175,000, Austria-Hungary 70,000, Italy 
and Great Britain 60,000 and Turkey 30,000. 

There are horses !n abundance in Europe, more 
especially in Russia and Hungary, but agriculture 
requires many and the number of horses suitable 
for military service its comparatively small. 

The requirements for horses for army service 
are many. They must be hardy, swift of foot, 
capable of great endurance, thoroughly broken 
end susceptible of training, and come up to the 
military standard as to size, weight and age. 
Green horses wil! not do; ordinary draft horsea 

annot be utilized. In the event of a declaration 
of war, Germany and France would eac require 
10,0009 additional horees, Austria wou! require 
25,000 and Russia nearly 100,000, 

In times of peace, and with ample opportunities 
for preparation, a solvent. European government 
can always procure the horses it needs from neu- 
tral nations, but in war times this is not so casy 
to do, and, moreover, modern wars are apt to be 
somewhat abruptly settled, and it takea a consid- 
erable time to train horses for military service, 
especially in the artillery. 

Motor carriages and bicycles have been tricd. 
In the utilization of motor carriages the French 
have gone further, perhaps, than their German 
neighbors, but the German army has a well- 
equipped bicycle force, and an additional advar 
tage which comes from its use is the fact 
forage Wagons are not neceseary with hbicy

SOME CHINA STORIES 
FROM HONG KONG. 


HOP-STICKS, held in one hand, and known 
in China as “hasteners or nimble lads,” 
are certainly the most useful, the most 

economical and the most efficient device for their 


purpose ever invented by man. Throughout that 
vast Asian region, embracing a population of 
500,000,000, the chop-stick Is used as a substitute 
for fork, tongs and certain forms of tweezers, 


Even fieh, omelet and cake are separated with 
the chop-sticks, and the cook, the street scaven- 
ger and the watch repairer use this device in 
the form of iron, long bamboo and delicate ivory. 
The bamboo chop-stick was known in China 100 
B. C., and shortly after this date the ivory form 
was devised. Their use is one of great antiqul- 
ty in Japan, as attested by references to it tn the 
ancient records of that country. One may search 
in vain for the trace of any object in the nature 
of a chop-stick in Central or South America, 
Knitting needles of wood are found in the work- 
baskets associated with ancient Peruvian mum- 
mies, but the chop-stick has not been found. 
Curious pottery rests for the chop-stick are ex- 
humed in Japan, but even this enduring testimony 
of ite early use is yet to be revealed in ihis 
country.

OLD SOL’S RAYS 
AS A DISINFECTANT. 


HE work of many investigators has clearly 
established the fact that direct sunlight has 

a powerful disinfectant action, says the 
Sanitary Inspector. The infectious agents of tu- 
berculosie, diphtheria, typhoid fever, cholera and 
even bacteria so hard to kill as that of the germ 
of suppurAtion and anthrax spores are rapidly de- 
etroyed when exposed to the action of direct sun- 
shine. Disregarding the question of direct re- 
vivifying influence of light, sunshine fs an tm- 
portant element of salubrity. Those regions of 
country with comparatively little cloud, fog and 
emoke are less troubled with consumption, other 
things being equal, because, for one reason, the 


bacillus of tuberculosis is rapidly destroyed by the - 


great abundance of the sunshine. For the same 
feason homes around which sunshine has free ac- 
cess are less likely to become “‘phthisis nests.” 

Esmearch’s careful experiments demonetrated 
that the disinfecting rays of the sun penetrated 
eeveral layers of white linen or cotton cloth and 
destroyed the easily-killed bacillus of cholera in 
‘from one to four hours. Under the same condi- 
tions the bacillus of diphtheria was destroyed tin 
five hours, but the germs of suppuration remained 
alive after six hours’ exposure. In the Interiors 
of cushions, mattresses, etc., prolonged exposure 
to the action of the sun was powerless to de- 
atroy the diphtheria bacillus. ‘"These and other 
experiments conviace emarch that in the action 
of the sunlight we have no trustworthy means 
of disinfecting. When we can assume that the 
pathogenic germs are upon the surface of articles 
aa in most cases of diphtherta, {t would suffice 
to expose the articles to the action of the aun 
for a few hours; but when, In cases of cholera or 
typhoid fever, the dejections of the patient may 
have penetrated to the Interior of mattresses the 
action of the sunshine cannot be trusted." 
investigators conclude that, while direct 
rapidly destroys infectious germs when 
well exposed to the rays of the sun, [{t can be 
trveted only to disinfect the sucfaces of articles. 
lt has also been determined that the disinfecting 
action of sunshine does not extend far below the 
surface of water or sewage, the limit of effective. 
ness being influenced by the degree of transpar- 
of the liauid.

lor years past the French population has only 
been kept from showing an absolute decrease by 
the influx of foreign workmen into the great 
towns, and yet the French allow the folly of tha 
colonial party to drag them into ridiculous en- 
terprises abroad for the benefit of a few greedy of- 
ficiale and functionaries. A nation with a de- 
creasing population can never hold colonies, and 
the French may rest assured that sooner or later 
their colonies will go the way of those possessed 
by the sister nation, Spain. 


It seems an easy matter to compute “the float- 
ing population” of the land, but to estimate the 
real populaion afloat is quite another task. A re- 
cent computation as to the popuiation afloat on the 
Alentic, however, calculates that last year there 
was a daily average .of™6%51 vessels a sea, with 44,- 
893 men in their crews. Every day also 1504 steam- 
ers, with crews numbering 53,263 men and 32,565 pas- 
sengers were afloat on the Atlantic. This made a 
daily average for the year of 6155 vessels and 
130,727 persons spread over the whole Atlantic sur- 
face. 

In only 24 departments is there any increase; in 
6° departments there is a positive falling off, and 
this is more especially marked in the rural com- 
munes. Even more than in England does the 
population flock from the country to the town, and 
yet we are always hearing of the perfect nature 
of the French agrarian laws and of the advan- 
tages of small heldings. The fact is that small 
holdings tend to keep down the rural population, 
for the subdivieion of fields has now got to such 
a pitch that any family at all often means star- 
vation to a man and wife. 

The returns of the census 
wue taken on March 29, 1897, have now been pub- 
lished and compared with the statistics of the 
previous census, which was taken six years be- 
fore, on April 12, 1891. A vear ago the number of 
people in France was 98,228,969, and at the 1891 cen- 
eus it was 38,095,100, so that in the six years the 
population of France had only increased by 138,819 
persons. And given this trifling increase is more 
apparent than real, for it has taken place entirely 
in the large towns, and is due to the influx of 
foreigners such ae Belgians and Italians, who 
ere to be found In increasing numbers among the 
urban population of France. 


ACCURATE MEASURE 
OF THE SUN’S HEAT, 


CIBENTISTS have for a century made compu- 
tations as to the heat of the sun's surface, 
but it remained for rof. Dolbeare of Tufts 

College to arrive at the probable temperature by 


the latest eaystem of reasoning. Prof. Dolbearfe at 
the last meeting of the Boston Scientific Society 
went Into details as to his latest researches, which 
he said indicated a temperature of 6500 degrees 
Fahrenheit at the sun's surface, and the steps of 
reusoning that led to this conciusion were brief- 
ly outlined and made an exceedingly dramatic 
mental etruggle for the solution of a problem. 
He cited the discovery of a law, now practicaliy 
certain, of a definite measure of the temperature 
of a distant source of heat—as the sun, for ex- 
ample—by measuring a function of the tempera- 
ture near at hand on the earth, as the work 
done by a comparatively small unit. IHiere many 
observers have been laboring in the past dozen 
years, notably Prof. Langley of Washington, who 
has computed, from a vast amount of experiment 
on work done by the sun at the surface of the 
earth that every square meter of the eun’s sur- 
face emits or radiates about 10,40 horse-power 


in energy. 
Experimenters in another direction, and notably 
Prof. Dolbeare, have dissected the are light and 
they have found that practically all the energy 
of the electric light, either in the form of light, 
heat or anything else, radiates from a small dot, 
rarely more than one-half an inch in diameter, 
which is invariably Sfound in a pit on the end 
of the carbon, calle? the “crater.” The radiant 
energy of this dot has been measured and found 
to have a curious correspondence with the com- 
puted energy of the sun's eurface, vis., at the 
gate of 100,000 horse-power to the square meter. 
The foregoing is but one phase of an argument 
that has manfy contributory rille of proof, all of 
which tends to accordance with the above meas- 
urements. The concluding argument ts based on 
the observation that there ts always ea definite 
ratio between the enereyv of any body and ita tem- 
perature, so that if the radiant energy of two 
bodies is the same #v is their temperature

( ; ONSIDBPRING the contempt In which worn- 


en are usually held by the Orientals, the 
thought of a woman ruling China, stripping 
Ministers of their yellow jackets, making and 
unmaking Emperors and upsetting arrangements 
generally, is rather remarkable. But Tsi An is 
a remarkable woman. For over 30 years she has 
been the nominal ruler of China, and while she 
lives. there will be but one Chinese monarch, and 
that one will be Tsi An. When her humble origin 
is considered. her great power is even more re- 
markable and makes one think that fairy tales 
are not all found in books. 

Tesi An was born of humble parents, and it is 
enid her father was a mind to drown the little 
mite, as he was too poor to waste food on girie. 
Iinally he sold her to the Viceroy, and she work- 
ed in his household as a slave girl first and then 
in higher positions. She was growing very beaull- 
ful, was T'si An, and the Viceroy became enam- 
ored of her and finally, for the sake of peace 
with his wives, he presented her to the Emperor, 
and «he went to the palace. The Chinese girl was 
ambitious to learn, and she made much of her 
opportunity to see the books from which the 
high-caste women of China are taught. 

Once a secret is spoken, it ceases to be a secret, 
and as the beauty and wisdom of Tsi An were 
soon discussed in the harem, so by and. by the 
‘gon of Huron’ himself, the Emperor, began to 
hear of it. He saw that she waa lovely, with soft, 
olive complexion, and lips as red as cherry blos- 
som, which Orlentals love, As for form, she car- 
ried herself like a Queen—poor f:ere girl that she 
was—perhaps it waa all an idle boast of her 
father’a that the blood of Tartars flowed through 
her veins, and the Tartars are the real aristocrats 
of China. Having won the Empeor by her beauty, 
Tsl An proceeded to hold him by the force of her 
mentality. 

Naturally the Imperial advisers disiiked the new 
favorite, but what they were not prepared fd 
was the obliging death of the Empresa, and after 
the term of courtesy mourning was over the mar- 
riage of the Emperor with Tal An! The old Em- 
press had been of the good Chinese type, wor- 
shipful, and of affairs of State all unknowing. 
She had left a eon and heir, and died with a 
sense of having done her duty. 

The new Empress was different. The Emperor 
was just old enough to be completely swayed by 
hia brilliant wife, clear-headed and practical 
as she was.

When it became known that Lieut. Hobson 
had paid off the $6,000 mortgage on his parents’ home 
in Alabama through the medium of a magazine arti- 
cle, everybody who did not know the hero of the 
Merrimac said he had probably entered upon an 
equally brilliant career in literature. But he is not 
the sort of man who hungers for notoriety or has an 
itch for writing. | 

He has just refused an offer of $60,000 because he 
does not think he ought to use his exploit as a raison 
d’efre for becoming a lecturer. This might seem 
Quixotic to one unfamiliar with the scrupulous sense 
of honor and the high-class ethics prevailing in the 
America navy. This is the way the Naval Construc- 
tor explains his refusal to accept a fortune: 

“I did not refuse this offer without due considera-

“I do not feel that it would be right or proper to

dicate that this boy burglar became a thief through 
love. Poor and without work, he denied himself 
everything. None of his Ill-gotten-@ains went to make 
his own life more comfortable. It was all for his 
sweetheart and for the little children he loved. 

For the sake of the woman he stole the things that 
women love—jewels for her dainty ears, a chain and 
locket to fasten around her soft white throat. She 
clapped her hands for joy when she saw these offer- 
ings of love, and he forgot that they were dearly 
bought—paid for by crime. He only remembered that 
he had made the little girl who was the dearest thing 
on earth to him very happy. He resolved that since 
there were so many beautiful things in the world she 
should have them. ‘He would get them for her. How? 
He did not answer that question. 

The children he cared for so tenderly were hungry. 
He had no money to buy them anything to eat, and 
so he stole for them that they might have a Thanks- 
giving dinner. 

Love, that lifts many a man to a higher plane, has 

been John Woolford’s curse. It has dragged him 
down to infamy and despair. The girl for whom he 
sacrificed his honor and manhood has renounced him 
forever. “I want no thief for a bover,”’ she says 
scornfully. The children to whom he gave the only 
feast they had ever known hide their little faces when 
you mention hid name. He thought to win his sweet- 
heart by gifts. He fondly dreamed that if he gave 
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her trinkets and beautiful things he would make her 
hie own forever. He wae true to her—false te himself. 
Now she spurns him, hates him, because of weakness 
and crime. 

In a narrow cell in the dingy Camden jail he sits 
alone, with pale, drawn face and eyes that are full of 
a haunting misery. Branded ae a thief, he has not a 
friend in the world. He is very young—just twenty- 
two—and he has lost love, hope, liberty—everything 
that makes life sweet. To-day he is a common crim- 
inal, but his story is very different from that of the 
hardened prisoners who are his neigtbors. 

“All I want is to get out of here and marry Katie,” 
he says simply, not realizing how very much that 
little ‘‘all’’ means. He might as well ask for the faint 
yellow star that he watches every night through the 
iron bars of his little window. 

But because all thought of disgrace, all thought of 
self are swallowed up in love he does not Rnow that 
he is longing for the unattainable. 

“You see, I am to be married in the spring, and | 
must get out,’ he tells you with wistful insistence. 
His miserable eyes search your face, then he drops 
again into his old attitude of hopeless despair.

community who are worth a round million, and

Nearly all of these gen- 
tlemen are quiet, unostentatious tradesmen or man- 
ufacturers, who are not above hard work, and who 
find the greatest enjoyment in the possession of 
riches. The Quaker City is crowded with charitably 
disposed men of wealth, and the story which I shall 
tell of the growth of these enormous fortunes from 
the mere mustard seed of early investments will sur- 
prise hustling, bustling Manhattaners, who believe 
that nothing enterprising can come out of the City 
of Penn. It will surprise New Yorkers generally to 
be told that there are at least half a dozen million- 
aires in Philadelphia who dwell in modest brick 
houses that cost them less than $500 a year. Philadel- 
phia leads the American cities in the number of bach- 
elor milMNonalires. 

The richest man in Philedelphia, and also in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, is William Weight- 
man. He is eighty years old and is the head of the 
once famous firm of Powers & Weightman. Thomas 
Powers is dead. The great fortune of this house was 
built on quinine at a time when everybody believed 
that it was the only cold and fever cure. Powers & 
Weightman harvested their money before the new 
remedies were discovered, and in this they were very 
fortunate, because to-day quinine is the cheapest 
medicine in the market, and instead of % a pound 
commands about $2. When the decline in quinine oc- 
curred William Weightman was prepared for it; was 
short of the market and was stowing his money 
away in gilt-edged real estate and mortgages instead 
of in the anti-fever medicine. He is worth to-day be- 
tween $60,000,000 and $60,000,000, and hasn't a dollar in 
any common or preferred railroad stock. 

Henry Charlies Lee is probably the most ornate and 
interesting character in the town on the Delaware. 
He comes of the old Lee & Blanchard publishing 
house, and followed directly in the footsteps of his

James P. Scott, the son and heir of Thomas A. 
Scott, the railroad king, is a good business man, who 
would attain fortune if dependent upon his own abil- 
ity. Without meaning any offense, he has sown his 
wild oats and is an honor to fhe family whose head 
he is. He is a member of the Philadelphia Club, an 
enthusiastic yachtsman, and since marrying a beauti- 
ful Rhode Island woman has become very domestic. 

George H. Huhn is a newly rich man in the Third 
street district, who has amassed a million or two out 
of the wild speculations in traction stock developed 
since the advent of Messrs. Widener and Elkins. 
He was formerly a partner of Robert Glendenning, 
but often tells how he began life as 4 telegraph boy. 

N. Parker Shortlidge was born in Massachusetts, 
but came to Philadelphia early in life. He founded 
the great firm of Shortlidge, Borden & Co., and be- 
came a director in the Pennsylvania Railroad. He 
is to-day chairman of its Finance Committee, and 
gives his entire time to the money end of that splen- 
didly succeasful corporation. He lives In the country 
along the line of the Pennsylvania Railroad, in the 
Bryn Mawr district. 

Associated in the management of the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works are at least four millionaires, three 
of whom began life as clerks and have risen 
by sheer ability and character. Their names are 
William C. Henssie, John H. Converse, George Burn- 
ham and Dr. B. H. Williams.

“I know I stole,”’ he will tell you frankly, “but what 
elee was I to do? I had been out of work. The 
woman with whom I boarded was very poor, she had 
two little children.

This is the simple way that John Woolford telis the 
story of his crime. No wonder the clever forger in 
the next cell, who is proud to be called “a slick 
duck,”’ laughs at this country boy, and the murmierer 
just beyond sneers and calls him ‘‘a white-livered kid.”’ 

In a neat cottage at No. 110 North Fourth street, 
within sight of the gloomy Camden jail, lives pretty 
Katie Packer, the sweetheart of John Woolford. She 
is a dainty little maiden, just eighteen, with hair of 
palest gold and eyes as blue as forget-me-nots. 

They were to have been married in May, and un- 
sophisticated John Woolford cannot see why the 
sternest Judge would not let him out when he heard 
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shops at Altoona. He has been President of the New 
England Society and of the Manufacturers’ Club, is 
@ patron of the Fine Arts and probably the best- 
after-dinner speaker in the Quaker City. Art lovers 
will remember him as the donor of Ridgeway Knight's 
famous picture, “‘Calling the Ferry,’ to the Phila- 
delphia Academy. He is far and away the most 
prominent personality in the town since the death 
of George W. Childs. 

William ©. Garrett is one of the quiet rich men 
also. He is at the head of the oldest snuff ‘house in 
the United States. The business had grown to such 
enormous proportions under the direction of William 
BH. Garrett in the interests of his brother and two 
sisters, all unmarried, that a few years ago they 
called in three of their most trusted employees and 
handed over to them the establishment as a free gift 
—only excepting the appraised value of the plant. 

Joseph S&S. Sinnott is now the owner of the original 
Gibson whiskey plant. He was a boy with old John 
Gibson and became a partner. Associated with him 
was an eccentric man named Moore, who knew far 
too much about whiskey. Mr. Sinnott is the largest 
distiller in the United States. He is a very prominen: 
member of the Catholic Church, and is a taree 
stockholder in Reading and in the Poughkeepsie 
Bridge. 

George H. McFadden is the head of McFadden 
Bros., the greatest cotton house in the world. Al- 
though he is only fifty years of age, he has built up 
the DBusiness for himself, and with his brother John. 
now at Liverpool, he controls 75 per cent. of the cot- 
ton grown in the United States. The business of the 
concern is now estimated at the rate of thirty to 
fifty millions a year. 

Samuel Fred Houston is a widower of thirty-five 
years and the only son of Henry H. Houston, who 
was many years ago the origina! freight agent in the 
Pennsylyania Railroad Company and the founder of 
the fast freight systems. He left twenty millions to 
this son and two daughters. The giris are married 
to Charlies W. Henry and Dr. Woodward, who by in- 
heritance certainly rank as millionaires. Mr. Hous- 
ton is interested in nearly every big enterprise iden- 
tified with the metropolis on the Polaware, and his 
money has done much to advance the American 
Steamship Company. 


It was because of Katie that he so freely 
confessed all.
